the Name of Chriſtiaxs ; but too many are ſtill found out of that pure pezceable Spirit of 


Truth and Righteouſneſs, that Chriſt Jeſus left an Enſample of, but many have been, and 
ſtill are Reſiſting his Spiritual Appearance, which is the way that God hath appointed for 
Man's Salvation and Reſtauration out of that Fallen State of Deprivation, in which he is 
Separated from the Glory of his Power, and the Bclicf of theBenefit they may receive there» 
by; through which we ſee by woful Experience, That the Spirit of Antichriſt hath prevailed 
over Nations, .Kindreds, Tongues and People; but the Lord hath looked and bzh:14d their 
Babel- Buildings, although their Tops have ſeemed to reach to Heaven; he will confound 
the wiſe Builders, and bring to nought the Underſtandings of the Prudent Profeſſors of 
his Worthy Namez, who will not bow to the Yoak and Croſs of our Lord and Saviour 
Chriſt Jcſus, by which they may come to live that Righteous Life which doth beſpezk his 
Glory and his Fame : Therefore, Dear People, all conſider while there is a day of Mercy 
yet extended, and remember what Severity hath bzen ſhown to other Nations and Places: 
and forget not how the Lord doth yet ſpare you, and lengthen out the day of your Vilita-

For he will zo: hold them guiltleſs that take bis Name invain: Therefore, Dear People, once 
more hear and fear, and prepare to meet the Lord ; that if happily you may obtain farther 
Mercy from theGracious long-Suffering God, who can afford us Peace and Plenty, if Peo- 
ple will love him and forſake iniquity, which is of abſolute neceſſity for all that Celire Exg-
